attention to the fact that ten years ago 
public interest in government wa's so 
slight that no attention would be paid 
to an address on state finances, and he 
then announced that the finances of Wis- 
consin are in a more prosperous condi- 
tion than at any time during the last 
t wenty years. The state ia out of debt, 
the general fund in the treasury is not 
indebted to trust funds, no money has 
been drawn in advance from tho railroad 
companies, and nothing is owed to banks 
or individuals.

not sanction lax business 
methods. 


Three years ago the generul fund of the 
state was indebted to the trust funds, 
tho railways and the banks in the sum 
of over $500,000. This debt was incurred 
not because of the inabilitv or indisposi- 
tion of the people to pay taxes, but be- 
cause for twenty years at least it was 
considered better, policy to go on in this 
manner than to levy annually the taxes 
necessary to keep the general fund solv- 
ent.

DIED THIS MORNING 


PASSED 
PEACEFULLY 
AWAY 


AFTER SUFFERING MON THS. 


Well Known Resident of Janesville Be 


ing Highly Respected-Mrs. 
Wil- 


liams Died This Morning At the Age 
of Eighty-Two—Has Resided Here 
For Many Years. 
After n long and painful sickness Ed 


ward V. Whiton passed peacefully and 
painlessly into final rest at one o'clock 
this morning. He was born in Janes- 
ville. November 1st, i853 and was there- 
fore in the forty-seventh year of his 
ago. 


All his liCe has been passed in Janes- 


villa except when absent at school. He 
was educated in our city schools and in 
the State University. He has been en- 
paged at various times in the abstract 
business, drug business, in . the post 
office and lost as clerk of the 
municipal 


court. He was married here August 9th 
387(5 to Mary L. At wood, who with four 
children, Edward Y., Lucretia A., Amor- 
ette T, und Victor A. survive him. 


He was the only son of the late Chief 


Justice Edward V. Whiton, who prob- 
ably more than any other one" man 
shaped the destinies of the city of Janes 
ville and the state ot Wisconsin. 
As a 


lawyer in the early history of the city 
Chief Justice Whiton was sai<? to be the 
strong man of Janesville. In the as 
sembly ;'t Madison and as speaker o; 
that body he took an active part in 
framing tho territorial code: 
The rtrst 


revised statutes of the state' in 183C 
were published under his supervision 
He helped frame the constitution of tb< 
state and 
laster interpreted 
it as 


judge of the circuit court for this dis 
trict and as a justice and chief justice 
of our supreme court. 
One of his asso- 


ciates on the supreme bench said of him 
"that he was great where he least 
thought of greatness, but great only 
wherein man can be truly great, because 
he was wise and good." Dying when 
hia son was a child, he nevertheless be 
queathed to him these sterling traits of 
character, which were carefully fostered 
by the mother, cow the wife ot Dr. J. 
B. Whiting, whoietillau'ryiyjes her eldest 
son. 


Although his taste did,not . load him 


to follow the profession 
of his father. 


Edward V. Whitpr. had thet.nalyticai 
niind, the capacity for ' reasoning and 
the love of study that would have made 
hia mark as a lawyer. He was in all 
things careful, accurate and painstaking 
and in any business, he was engaged 
soon mastered it';'. vfiis character was 
that which innUes and keeps friends and 
in this city, his home, those friends are 
legion. 
His likiugwas for a quiet homo 


life. In the sacred precincts ot his 
home,., with his wife and children, he 
found his true happiness and those who 
are left to mourn will always have the 
recollection of this life assuage the sor 
row which his death brings.
